Since the bt-iriuning of the 
war it has been e\'dent tint the Rus- 
sians have been supplied >vith an in- 
timate knowledge of prospective Japa- 
nese movements. 'Hie original plans of 
campaign were evi-hed in Tokyo and 
surrounded with gi'-.it secrpcy. Apart 
from the elder st.ite-.uien and about 
eighteen high staft officers no one in 
the empire was :u\are of the objec- 
tive points cf landing troops from 
which the first strike was to be made. 


Soldiers were rno\ ing by thousands- 


entrained from 
al! cities, embarked 


from all ports, but no one knew more 
than the fact that Japan was carry- 
ing war to the mainland. Precautions 
to conceal army movements have been 
the most thorough in history, to the 
dibinay of foreign and native corre- 
spondents. 


But the Japanese officials found that 


their secrets were leaking. 


The First and Second army eorpg 


were to be landed high in. Korea and 
thrown forward toward Mukden. Liao- 
yanehon and other various points. As 
fast as troops landed the Russians 
formed in front. All kinds of impedi- 
ments lay in the path of invasion. The 
*rmy office at Tokyo ^ as baffled. The 
Jrst thought was that Russia's opposi- 
tion and anticipation of the movement 
of imperial troops was superior craft 
—a masterly campaign of defense. But 
the idea of treachery soon replaced 
this first thought, and the government 
set out to be sure before going farther. 
Nine spies—Japanese officers disguised 
as coolies—were sent out from Tokyo. 
A number were ordered to work along 
the Traussiberian railway; the others 
were scattered along the Yalu frontier. 
Every one of the nine was captured 
speedily, unerringly, and put to death 
by the Russians, 
Without aid from 


Japan—description, etc.—this could not 
have possibly happened. 


Then it was that the staff officers, 


and even the elder statesmen, were 
placed under the character racking 
espionage of the Japanese spy system, 
and the land invasion had to wait. The 
old and later records of each individ- 
ual in the secrets were overhauled and 
scrutinized. 
No' one was exempted 


•w'ho^e" kliOwlefllje 'might have been 
sold to the enemy. Every man was 
followed, 
dogged, 
watched. 
These 


methods finally saized upon certain pe- 
culiarities in the life and day's work 
of Lieutenant Colonel Hanzoku of the 
general staff. 


Ilanzoku had beifci buying presents 


like a race track winner. 
.The women 


of his acquaintance received valuable 
jewels. The Yoshuwara knew Hanzo- 
ku, aud the bank of the city showed 
deposits in his name. All of which was 
not iu the reach of a lieutenant colo- 
nel's salary. 
Hanssoku was a hard 


drinker, a gambler by European in- 
stincts, a frequenter of uncertain clubs 
and an idol of the geisha girls. 
He 


bore the distinction, of introducing po- 


ker iuto Japan. lie was, however, a 
graduate of a German university, a 
military tactician of- worth and had 
been decorated for intrepid service dur- 
ing the China-Japanese war. 
On ac- 


count of the latter service he held a 
good position on the general staff. 


It has been asserted that before the 


withdrawal of the Russian embassy 
one of the attaches arranged with 
Hanzoku to furnish St. Petersburg 
with detailed plans of Japan's pur- 
poses. The Russian attache and Han- 
zoku had been very friendly, having 
been students together in_ Germany. 
It is asserted that Hanzoku was a 
year ago in a very bad state financial- 
ly and that he lost during a game his 
)a"=t nie<"-e of oroperty. 


The 
details 
of 
actual 
evidence 


against Hanzoku cannot be had. No 
word of the affair has even reached 
the columns of the Japanese press, but 
within the last few days the lieuten- 
ant colonel was arrested, tried by court 
martial and shot by a detachment or 
riflemen chosen from 
the 
imperial 


guards. Between the end of the trial 
and the sound of the shots there were 
only a few hours. 
Ilanzoku was 


watched over by a heavy guard and 
was not allowed the honor of killing 
himself. 
Moreover, he was not per- 


mitted to communicate with his fam- 
ily. 
It is said that he was executed 


within the palace walls and buried at 
the edge of the inner moat.

Scene of Great Land Battle Be- 


tween Japan and Russia. 


TAIELY OPEN OOUBTET, BUT HILLY 


Lofty Mountains on the North and 


Eaxt Make It Moat Difficult For the 
1'asnuge of an Ariuy—The Yulu I* a 
PiettireiMjue Stream Some Tlxree 
Hundred Mile* In 


TWO OF JAPAN'S FORMIDABLE WARSHIPS. 


Tho svi.'i Japanese torpedo boat destroyer Kasumi, shown in the upper 


picture, participated in the sensational attack on the Russian fleet at Port 
Arthur, Fob 8 and 0, when several big ships were torpedoed, and sbe has 
also taken p.'irt in the more recent battles. 
The battleship Asahi is one of 


Japan's bot ships of war. She has a displacement of lo.200 tons, is 425 feet 
long and carries four twelve-inch, fourteen six-inch, twenty twelve-pounders 
and a number of small guns. 
She also has five torpedo tubes. 
She has 


assisted in bombarding Port Arthur on several occasions. 


"Forked Ways" is the name given by 
!9 '''.'.ini""* to the !o-.ver Ya!c river, 
:be scene of the first important land 
battle between the Japanese and Rus- 
sian troops. Above the i'alu is called 
by tbeChinese the Tachiang, or "Great 
river." This designates especially the 
stream beyond Wiju, where tbe Japa- 
icse army had its headquarters. Op- 
>osite, just below Wiju, the river is di- 
dded by two islands, one, Samalinde, 
of considerable extent, says tbe New 
York Herald. 


Behind Yongampo and up the course 


of tbe stream to Wiju, a march of 
about forty miles, aud stretching back 
about five miles, is a level plain, wbieb 
s cultivated aud occupied by Korean 
farmers. 
Beyond this plain, in a 


southeasterly direction, rises a bigb 
ridge. 
Southeast again, behind this 


ridge, rise lofty peaks 4,000 to 5,000 
feet in height. 


Wiju, or Yichu, is on a hilly proinon- 


Lory at the upper end of the plain, 
beautifully situated aud dominated by 
a cliff about 200 feet high. Many of 


people live along the Seoul road, 


for ages an imperial highway to China. 


Toward the sea, on the west, the 


land is fairly open, though billy, wbile 
inland, on the north and east, are lofty 
mountains, making it most difficult for 
the passage of an army. 
Except on 


tbis Wiju-Seoul road wheeled traffic is 
impossible in northern Korea. 


The Japanese in 1894 crossed the 


Yalu a few miles above tbe town of 
Wiju and attacked tbe Chinese army 
in tbe rear, overwhelming it notwith- 
standing its strongly fortified position 
on the low hills just below Wiju. on 
the Manchurian side at Chintiencheng 
—"Nine consecutive 
forts." 
A few 


miles above Chintiencheng the Ai riv- 
er enters the Yalu. The Ai is a swift 
running stream, navigable for small 
boats a few miles up its course. The 
bills of Chintiencheng, it has been said, 
could be held by a few thousand men 
against an army. This the victorious 
progress of the Japanese has proved a 
false conclusion as far as the Rus- 
sians are concerned. 
Inland on the 


Chinese side the country is wild and 
thinly populated. 


Between Tatungkau and Chintien- 


cheng, thirty miles from the first and 
ten miles from the lattec, is Shahitze— 
'"Sand River Town"—or Antunghsien— 
"Peaceful East Magistracy"—with 20,- 
000 inhabitants. 
Tbe town lies very 


low and has been inundated' more than 
once. It is a characteristic of each 
race that the Chinese town sites have 
been chosen in low land, while the 
more poetical Koreans, who appreciate 
natural scenic beauty, build on high 
ground or in valleys nestled in bills. 
Fairly good roads run from Antung 
to Fongwangcheng and Mukden 
to 


Takushau and Newchwang (Yinkow). 
From Antung to Fengwangcheng is 
forty miles. 
Tbe mountain overlook- 


ing this town (Phoenix) rises quite 
abruptly from the low, swelling plain. 
A deep, forbidding gorge winds up- 
ward into the heart of the site. 
In 


Fengwangcheng are the remains of 
the Korean forts of the middle ages, 
for here the Koreans made their last 
stand before being driven out of Man- 
churia. 


West of Fengwangcheng the road di- 


vides. 
One section leads to New- 


chwang over three elevated passes, the 
highest being the Tatungling. 
Tbe 


distance to Newchwang is 100 miles. 
The main road cros&es near the Mo- 
tienling pass to Liaoyang, 100 miles, 
and thence to Mukden, forty miles far- 
ther on. Tbis road is rather good. 


The Yalu river, a picturesque stream 


some 300 miles in length, is the divid- 
ing line between Korea and Manchuria 
on the northwest frontier. It is nav- 
igable by native craft as far as Shin- 
kuibuo, but steamers are unable to 
proceed beyond Antung. Some miles 
below Antung, but situated in tbe same 
bank and lying close within the estu- 
ary of the river, is the port of Tatung- 
kao, where, when the weather permits, 
cargoes for Antung are sometimes dis- 
charged. Tatungkao, however, is diffi- 
cult to approach, and, as a general 
rule, steamers unload and receive their 
cargoes at Antung, a. port of great 
promise in the near future. 


The estuary of the Yalu river is 


broad, but the anchorage of Tatung- 
kao is exposed to the northeast winds, 
which at times blow with great force. 
Tbe stream has a rapid current and, 
owing to tbe presence of innumerable 
bhoals and sand banks, presents seri- 
ous obstacles to successful navigation. 
Islands, both small and large, appear 
in its course, and high hills, covered 
with bush and timber, break away 
from the banks. 


Until lately the region of the'Yalu 


was almost an unknown land, but 
with the advent of the Russians many 
changes in the character of the district 
have taken place. 
On the Korean 


shore lumber camps have been formed, 
while at Tatungkao and Antung pros- 
perous native settlements have sprung 
into existence. The river teems with 
native craft, which ply between the 
mouth and the higher reaches, while 
logs of lumber, chained the one to the 
other, float leisurely down tbe stream.

Irrigating Rice Fields In Texan, 
Because water refuses to rim up hill 


and because his rice fields happen to 
be on a somewhat elevated portion of 
ground many an ingenious planter in 
Texas has been obliged to resort to an 
elaborate 'device for the proper irriga- 
tion of them. 


On a slight elevation at the back of 


the" fields one planter has instituted 
what people in that vicinity style "an 
impromptu fountain." In reality it is 
nothing but a three inch iron pipe, pro- 
truding from the ground. AVhen the 
rice fields need it the pipe is opened, 
huge pumps started and the water bub- 
bles up, to flow away in hundreds of 
tiny rivulets and streams, which flood 
the thirsty rice fields. Aside from its 
benefits from the agricultural point of 
view, this obliging fountain presents a 
pretty spectacle when in operation.— 
New York, 'tribune.'

The history of the slow formation of 


parties in Japanese politics, coupled as 


is witli the outbreak ol tlie present 


•ar and the fall of Marquis Ito from 
olitical power, forms one of the most 
Heresting stories of modern Japan, 
ays John F. Bass, the Tokyo corre 
jondent of the Chicago News. 
Japan's constitution is framed after 
le German constitution because the 
erman constitution preserves to a 
reat degree the influence of the sov- 
reigu in political life. 
The cabinet 


nder the Japanese constitution looks 
o the mikado and not to the house of 
epresenta lives for its support. 
It 


oes not seek the favor of the people, 
ut the good will of the sovereign. 
The influence— indeed, the very exist 
nee—of party, therefore, in the Japa- 
ese parliament is due to the tendency 
f the individual to develop along inod- 
rn lines of government rather "than 
ny place occupied by party by virtue 
ither of the institutions of the country 
r the 
new 
form 
of governemut 


dopted. 
Take the present Japanese govern- 
ment. It represents not the electoral 
•ote of the people, but the victory of 
he two great clans of Japan, the Sat- 
uma and Chosiu, those clans which 
vere prominent in the restoration of 
he power of the emperor. 
They rule 


jy virtue of their aristocracy. 


The Satsutna and Chosiu clans origi- 


nated in the south of Japan at the 
trait of Simonoseki. 
The Satsuma 


:lan was south of the strait, the Cho- 
iu north. The Satsuma clan produced 
he great soldiers of Japan, and the 
head of the clan is now Admiral Ynm- 
imoto, minister of the navy. 
The 


Chosiu clan produced such statesmen 
as Ito and Kodama. 


The house of representatives cannot 
'orce a minister to resign — that is 
o say, theoretically it cannot—because 
he ministry can theoretically dissolve 
:he house of representatives as many 
imes as the house fails to support it. 
Che cabinet seeks the favor of the sov- 
ereign. As long us it has his support, 
t can according to the constitution con- 
tinue to rule. 
Curiously enough, the 


discretion of the sovereign prevents a 
serious or permanent breach between 
t*he representatives of the people-and 
:he government. 


However independent of the house 


of representatives the cabinet may 
seem in theory, in practice the house 
s gaining more power. The cabinet 
may dissolve the house a number of 
times, but if on re-election the people 
support the action of the house the 
emperor is sure to dismiss his cabinet, 
saying that a cabinet that does not re- 
tain the support of the people cannot 
have his confidence. 


With the house of peers it is differ- 


ent. Without the support of the upper 
tiouse the cabinet can pass no bills. 
Moreover, the cabinet cannot dissolve 
the house of peers. It is of the high- 
est importance that some one in the 
government should be able to carry 
the house of peers, and. in the present 
government, Count Yamagata is the 
one man in Japan who'is able to con- 
trol the house of peers. Therefore the 
government has need of him. 


In the house of peers there are no 


parties, only spheres of influence or 
cliques depending entirely on the per- 
ronality of leaders, but in no way on 
political principles. The theoretic has 
so little hold on the Japanese people 
that parties founded on political doc- 
trines are exotic plants. 


Marquis Ito some years ago conceiv- 


ed the idea that a strong party or- 
ganization in the house of representa- 
tives was the one thing that would 
benefit Japan and put the government 
on a more democratic basis. He or- 
janized, therefore, that great hetero- 
geneous party, the Senkai. But after 
having organized it he found it very 
difficult to manage. 
Still, with his 


great acumen as a politician he mighi 
in time have been able to control this 
big party if unforeseen opposition had 
not arisen. 


Marquis Ito is called in Japan "the 


eight faced." His friends put it that 
he was trained in the old days of extra 
territoriality and is very timid in in 
ternational affairs. 
His enemies say 


that he combines with his great abilitj 
a mind that changes with each politica 
wind. 


The fact is that Marquis Ito, seeing 


the growth of power on the people's 
side, determined to control not only 
the imperial will, but also the house of 
representatives. 
Vaulting ambition 


proved his fall. He lost both. He had 
the ear of the emperor and also was 
at the head of this great party of the 
people. His plan wns to play off one 
against the other, control the cabine 
and be the real ruler of Japan. Bu 
revolt came from both sides. 


The Senkai party showed hostility to 


the imperial plan and would not re 
spoud to the tight rein of Marquis Ito 
At the same time the emperor, influenc 
ed by the nobility, sent for Ito and in 
formed him that he must confine him 
self to playing one part. 
Either In 


must resign his position as leader o 
the Senkai party or he must lose tin 
royal par. 
Marquis Ito resigned the 


leadership of the Senkai and natural!} 
at the same time lost much of his in 
fluence over the emperor.
